Coolness to End of Indochina War

France and Britain yesterday re- 
acted in sharp contrast to the Eis- 
enhower Administration on the In- 
dochina peace concluded Wednes- 
day at Geneva. 

The French Cabinet disappoint- 
ed hopes in Washington that 
Premier Pierre Mendes-France’s ne- 
gotiation of the Geneva accord 
would incur opposition in France. 
It approved unanimously the Cen- 
eva agreements, and Mendes- 
France received hero's welcome on 
his return to Paris, _ 

The British press replied to offi- 
cial U. S. criticism of :the Indo- 
china settlement with bristling edi- 
torials and bitter cartoons. The con-

The Dairy Farmers’ Crisis 


“THE DRAFT PROGRAM, in 
its brief-reference to farm ques- 
4ions, presents a correct, though 
necessarily sketchy plan for solv- 
ing the problems of our small 
farmers. I would like to give 


a few nes of these 


blems and express a few iless as 
on the subject. 

There has been considerable 
farm prosperity in recent years; 
but durin is same period 
many smal farmers have faced 
we problems, and now, with 
alling prices, they are facing 
a major Crisis. 

For example, right now in 

Pennsylvania 25 percent of farm 
operators hold another job, full 
time, off their farms to add to 
their inadequate farm income. 
Another 15 to 20 percent work 
off their farms a substantial part 
of the year. 
* I know farmers holding 50 to 
190 acres who work in town all 
day, rush home and milk 10 to 
15 cows, then. do a few other 
necessary chores until bedtime; 
then up at 5 a.m. to milk again; 
and off to work. Weekends they 
spend working on. their fields. 
This is how some small farmers 
hold their land. What will they 
do if they can no longer get 
work in town? 

The “price squeeze’ is begin- 
ning to pinch the small farmer 
very hard. As farm technique

UAW Raising Fund to 
To Aid Kohler Strike 


MILWAUKEE, July 22—An ef- 
fort to raise a minimum of $200,- 
000 for striking workers at the 
Kohler Co., of Kohler, will be 
made by local unions in region 10 


of the CIO United Automobile 
* Workers union. 


Most 6f the region’s 81 locals| 
are in Wisconsin and were repre- 
sented by their presidents and 
financial secretaries at a meeting 
Friday afternoon at the Pfister 
hotel. Plans for the fund raising 
drive were adopted. 


Emil Mazey, Detroit, secretary- 
treasurer of the international 
union, emphasized that the 
$200,000 would be in addition to 
the funds being supplied striking 
UAW-CIO local 833 by the inter- 
national union. Those funds so far 
amount to $376,000, -Mazey said. 
With about 1,800 families receiv- 
ing strike assistance, the _inter- 
national, is now pouring about 
$50,000 a week into the Kohler 
strike, he added. 

Mazey also disclosed that he 
may initiate a move to try to get 
next year's UAW-CIO convention 
to give the international union’s 
executive board authority to hoost 
the international strike fund to 
25 million dollars within a month 
after the convention. The strike 
fund is now abuot $9,000,000. 

Asking the local union officers 
to consider the international 
union's strike assistance program 
as a whole. Mazey said that the 
union would try to set its 1955 
bargaining pattern. at Ford or 
General Motors or perhaps both 
at the same time. Because the 
UAW-CIO is going after the guar- 
anteed annual wage in 1955, it 
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will have to be prepared to strike, 
Mazey said. 

“You cannot make the kind of 
social gains we believe must be 
made « pinching pennies,” he 
said. “The only way were going 
‘to make the gains of the future 
is to have the courage and guts 
| to raise the money needed to make 

Ose gains. 

On the Kohler situation Mazey 
said: “We ought to do something 
ito give these workers a shot in 
the arm, to demonstrate to man- 
agement that will not be suc- 
‘cessful in ‘@sfng pressure genet- 
ated by the econdmie problems of 
our people to force them back 
into the plant.” 

The standard by which the ef- 
fectiveness of a strike is judged, 
Mazey said, is how the company’s 
profits are affected. It is costing 
the Kohler Co. more to manufac- 
ture what little it can than the 
company is able to sell it for, 
Mazey asserted. 

Harvey Kitzman, Racine, UAW- 
CIO region 10 director, said the 
strike was 104 days old and there 
was “no sign that the Kohler Co. 
is ready or even thinking of giving 
the union even a minimum con- 
tract.” 

Charles Schultz, president of 
the Wisconsin state CIO council, 
said the state CIO would start a 
food drive for Kohler workers and 
their families to be condutted 
among CIO members outside the 
UAW-CIO .to avoid conflict with 
the UAW’s money raising drive.
